The Lincoln Chamber of Commerce will begin circulating 


petitions next week to permit voters to decide Nov. 8 if they 
want liquor by the drink, it was announced Thursday by Tom 
Pausing, former Chamber president.

Pansing will head the Com-

The Draft: Another Study 


The Defense Department's long-awaited 


study of the draft has led to one immediate 
result—appointment of another committee to 
study the touchy subject. This lime it will l>e 
a group of 20 members of diverse interests 
and backgrounds making the study. 


It is doubtful that any magic formulas 


will be discovered, even by this high level 
group, for making everyone happy about 
the way in which young men are selected 
to go to war. The new study will serve the 
purpose of further postponing any deci- 
sion on changing the draft procedures— 
at least until after the fall elections. 


In the meantime, it can be hoped that the 


central point of the Defense Department study 
is not lost sight of. 


This point is that the youngest eligible 


men should be inducted first, those in the 19 
and 20 age bracket. This would tend to place 
top draft priority on young men who have fin- 
ished high school but not yet started college. 
It also would take most men before they are 
married. 


In this way. the two principal categories 


for draft exemption—college students a n d 
married men—would be minimized consider- 
ably. Many youths could well profit by de- 


ferring both advanced schooling and marriage 
until after a term in the service. 


One additional area for possible consid- 


eration by the new committee might be the 
creation of improved aptitude testing and 
the drafting of men according to the tal- 
ents and interests needed by the military.

This might not be any more "fair" than 


the present method. But no system is likely 
to be judged completely fair, at least by those 
who are called. And the drafting by aptitudes 
should reduce the present advantage given 
young men who can afford to go to college. 


One other promising recommendation of 


the Defense Department study would provide 
for the educational upgrading of men w h o 
are only slightly below the minimum mental 
requirements. 


The Job Corps already has proven that 


young men who have "flunked" the draft can 
be brought up to a point of mental eligibility 
in a few months of intensive training. In this 
way their service time could be the most con- 
structive of their lives. 


There probably are still areas wor- 


thy of study in the draft riddle. But it can 
be hoped that the next exploration w i l l 
vield some concrete results.

Camels in Nebraska are 


limited to the circuses now.

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Use of Young Pupils in

A scene of Lincoln junior high school students applauding 


Sen. Carl Curtis is included in a film promoting the Republi- 
can lawmaker's re-election this year, the movie's producer 
has confirmed. 


But Jack Anderson, Omaha 


film maker, noted tnat while 
the scene was staged at Rob- 
in Mickle Junior High School 
in January, before the sen- 
ator made a non-partisan ad- 
dress, the applause sounds 
are actually those made by 
the youngsters after Curtis 
concluded his remarks. 


At the time the incident's 


filming was disclosed the par- 
ent of a seventh grade girl at 
Robin Mickle protested to 
Gov. Frank Morrison. 


Morrison is Curtis' foe this 


year. 


Mrs. 
Leonard L. Smith of 


1445 No. 70tb St., said s h e 
hoped the scene would not 
subsequently show up in any 
television or film used by the 
Curtis forces in the election 
campaign. 


Wednesday Mrs. Smith ex- 


pressed dismay upon learning 
her daughter and other Rob- 
in Mickle children had fleet- 
ing roles in the film, entitled 
the "Man from Minden." 


"I just wish that whoever 


was responsible would have 
shown better judgment," Mrs. 
Smith said. "It's wrong. I 
don't care who they are pro- 
moting. 


Agrees With Idea 


"Certainly, I think our chil- 


dren should hear all kinds 
of responsible speakers—peo- 
ple in government, banking, 
doctors and lawyers. I wish 
I could have had those oppor- 
tunities when I was in school. 


"But our children shouldn't 


be used as stooges or pup- 
pets," she asserted. 


Anderson reported that Hol- 


drege High School students, 
as Hell as the Robin Mickle 
pupils, are teen in the film, 
which is narrated by Robert 
Taylor, movie star who was 
reared in Beatrice. 


Anderson said the decision 


to use the actual recorded ap- 
plause was made after ''some 
publicity" surfaced after the 
filming. 


But the staged applauding 


prior to Curtis' appearance 
was done, Anderson 
said, 


'•for the children's conven- 
ience." He said it would have 
been technically difficult to 
get actual filming of the ap- 
plauding students because of 
lighting conditions in the large 
auditorium. 


'Up the Middle' 


James Keill, Robin Mickle 


principal, said in January he 
was surprised when Ander- 
son came to the auditorium 
the day before the filming to 
check on the lighting. 


However, 
Keill 
defended 


Curtis' speech, e n t i t l e d 
"What's Right With Amer- 
ica," as being absolutely non- 
partisan, as promised. "He 
went right up the middle of 
everything," t h e princiapl 
said. 


Keill also offered Morrison 


"equal time" should he wish 
to speak to the students. That 
offer was never taken.
